Then they who can invent 
moft popular Lies againft the Government, are 
unted the Men of Integrity, and they who moit 
gently {pread the rhoft infamous Reports, are the 
nof Honefty, becaufe they are fartheit from being 
of the Court. The People take a ftrange 
de as well as Pleafure, in hearing and telling all the 
of their Governors; for in doing fo, they flatter 
nélves in thinking, they deferve to rule much 
er than thofe which do it : And the Willingnefs they 
to think fo of themfelves, makes them mifcon- 
all the Actions of their Superiors to the worfe 
fe, and then they find out Plots in every thing upon 
People ; whatever is done for the neceflary Main- 
ance of the Government, is fafpected to be a Defign 
nély to exhauft the People, to make them more 
ble to refit. If good Laws are made, there are 
i by fadiious Men, to be only intended for Snares 
the good People, but others may break they and 
upunifhed. If Government be ftrict and fevere, 
pitis cruel and tyrannical; if mild and indulgent, 
nitisremifs and negligent. If Laws be executed, 
a the People’s Liberties be opprefied ; if not, then 
ere better not to make Laws, than not co fee them 
cuted. If there be Wars, the People are undone 
Taxes; if there be Peace, they are undone by 
ty. If extraordinary Judgments befal them, then 
ylament the Sins of their Governors, and of the 
mes, and fcarce think of theirown. If Mifcarriages 
ppen (as it is impoffible always to prevent them) they 
rge the Form of Government with them, which all 
are fubjeft to. Nay, itis feldom that Governors 
pewith theirown Faults, the People’s are often laid 
m them too: As Mofes is charged with not carrying 
Ivaclites into Canaan, when it was their own Sins 
th kept them from thence.

has taught them the Difference. Sedition is of the 
Nature, and has the infeparable Properties of other 
Sins; for it is conceived with Pleafure, brovght forth 
with Pain, and too often ends in Death and Mifery : 
Nothing enters upon the Stage with a braver Shew and 
Appearance ; but however profperous for a Time it 
may continue, it commonly meets with a fatal End. 

But when Menare once infpired with this reitlefs and 
turbulent Temper, neither the Bleflings of a continued 
Peace, nor the Miferies of an inteftine War, the Secu- 
rity ofa fettled Government, nor the conftant Danger 
of Innovations, will hinder Men of fiery and unquiet 
Spirits from raifing Combuttions in a State, tho” them- 
felves perifhinthe Flames of them. As thefe Men con- 
fider not the Difficulties of Government, nor the Im- 
poffibility of fatisfying the ambitious Defires of all Pre- 
tenders : So it would be happy for every State, if thefe 
turbulent Spirits could be fingled out from the reft in 
their firit Attempts againit it. But it is the ufual Subtlety 
of fuch Men, when they find themfelves detected and 
aimed at, to run into the common Herd, and perfuade 
the People, that they are equally concerned with them- 
felves in the prefent Danger ; that tho’ tne Pretence of 
their Enemies be only againit Faéuon and Sedition, yet 
their manifeft Defign is the Slavery and Oppreflion of 
the People. ‘This they manage, at firft, by grave 
Nods and fecret Whilpers, by far-fetch’d Difcourfes 
and tragical Stories, ti] they-find the People capable of 
receiving their Impreflions, and then feem moft unwil- 
ling to mention that, which it was at firft their Defign 
to difcover. By fuch Arts as thefe have popular ‘l'u- 
mults been always raifed and fomented, and the beit 
Governments Often deftroyed.

There are Advices from Turin, by the laft Dutch 
Mail, that the Earl of Effex, our Ambaffador at that 
Court, has received Orders by an Exprefs from his

A Letter from Paris has this Reflection upon the 
0 4 of the Sufpenfion of Hoftilities declared in 
taly. 

‘ *Tis agreed by all thinking Men, /ays the Writer, 
‘ that the Armiflice comes as feafonably for us in Italy 

as upon the Mofelle, fince as it would have been as 
impoflib!e for our Army to have kept the Field this 
Winter as it was the Jaft, and much more for the 
Spaniards, we fhould at Jength have been obliged to 
abandon the Mantuan ; and to have retir’d behind the 
Po and the Oglio, and fo have left the Germans at 
their Liberty of returning into the Mantuan, and re- 
eftablifhing themselves in the Seraglio.” 
They write from Koningsberg, that when the Caftel- 
lan de Plocko, a near Relation of King Staniflaus, 
communicated to himthe Copy of the Preliminaries 
figned at Vienna, he gave him the Title of King and 
of Majefly, and that thereupon Staniflans declared to 
the Chiet of the Polifh Nobility attending him, that 
tho’ he did not pretend to difpute the Condué of the 
King his Son in-Law towards him, yet he was refolv'd 
not to renounce the Crown of Poland, unlefs they 
were convinced that the Satisfaction made to him was 
plenary and perfeft; and that moreover, he fhould 
always remember their Loyalry and Attachment to him, 
in Poland, or whatever other Country his Star fhould 
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think fit to place himin. But the Letters add, that he 
has made fuch Preparations as leave no room to doubt, 
that he intends to pafs the Winter there ; and that every 
now and then, fome or other of the richeft Polith No- 
bility, fneak away from him to Warfaw, in whofe 
Place come a parcel of Beggars, who feem to have no 
other View than to be fed by the Liberality of the moft 
Chriftian King’s Father-in-law. 

The Treaty of Alliance lately concluded between 
Ruffia and Sweden, has been printed and publithed at 
Petersburgh, both in the Ruffian and German Lan- 
guages. As the main Subitance of it is comprized in 
ro [Vth and Vth Articles, we fhall here tranflate 
them. 

Article IV. ‘ But if, contrary to all Expectation, 
‘and notwithilanding thefe pacifick and innocent 
‘. Views, it fhould happen, that, after the Conclufion and 
‘ Ratification of this Alliance, one or other of the two 
‘ Allies fhould be actually attacked by any of the Chri- 
* ftian Powers in his Kingdoms, Provinces, and States 
‘ fituate in Europe, under any ftale or new Pretence 
* whatfoever, excepting neverthelefs the prefent Trou- 
* bles of Poland, and their Confequences, which thall 
* not be deemed as included in the Cafus Feederis, that 
‘ then, immediately after the Demand made, cach of 
‘ the two contracting Powers, fhall not only ufe its 
‘ good Offices, and give Orders to its Minifter refiding 
* at the Court of the Aggrefior, or if there be none on 
‘« theSpot, fhall fend one thither, andorder him to make 
‘ proper Remonitrances, and demand full Satisfaction, 
‘ byt alfo if his good Offices prove ineffectual, he 
« fhall, without any Excufe, furnith the ‘Troops ftipu- 
* Jated, within two, three, or, at moft, four Months 
* after they are demanded, as far as the Seafon of the 
‘ Year, and the Diftance of Places wil! allow.’ 

Article V. * As to the Number of the auxiliary 
‘ Troops with which the two Allies have engaged to 
‘ furnifh each other reciprocally in fuch Cafe, it is 
* agreed and refolved on both Sides, that, at the Re- 
* queit of her Imperial Majetty of Ruffia, the King of 
‘ Sweden fhall furnifh, in good regular Troops, S000 
‘ Foot and 2000 Horfe or Dragoons, as beit fuits his 
‘ Conveniency, as weil as 6 Ships of the Line of Battle, 
* from 50 to 70 Guns apiece, and two Frigates of 30 
* Gunseach. On the other hand, her Imperial Ma- 
‘ jefty of Ruffia, after being required by the King of 
* Sweden, fhall, in the like Cafe, afift his Swedith 
‘ Majefty with 16,000 Men of good segular Troops, 
« viz. 12,000 Footand 4000 Horfe or Dragoons, as 
‘ beit fuics with the Conveniency of her Imperial Ma- 
‘ jefly, and with 9 Ships of the Line from ¢o to 70 
* Guns, and 3 Frigates of 30 Gunseach. And the 
‘ faid auxiliary Troops on both Sides fhall have a fuit- 
‘ able Train of Artillery ; as for Example, each Batta- 
‘ lion fhall have two Cannon of three Pounders, with 
* the neceflary Ammunition; and the Men of War and 
‘ Frigates fhall have the neceflary Compliment of Pro- 
‘ vifions, Equip:ge, Mariners, and Soldiers, the laft 


‘ to be-taken out of the Infantry ftipulated on both 
* Sides.”
